‘ing—3:30 p. m. today; anticipated 
time from keel-laying to delivery 
—eight days or less. 

Previous Record. 

The previous record for a simi- 
lar ship was 10 days 11 hours and 
'55 minutes from Kkeel-laying to 
launching, and an additional three 
days, 12 1-2 hours for outfitting— 
both set by a Kaiser yard in Port- 
land, Ore. 

Today’s ship was sponsored by 
Mrs. James F. Byrnes, wife of the 
national economic director and 
former supreme court justice. It 
'slid into San Francisco bay to the 
accompaniment of an a capella 
choir. 

The ceremony was almost 
unique for a Kaiser yard, whic 
‘usually send off ships with little 
‘pause from the grim business of 
war. 
| Clay P. Bedford, manager of 
Kaiser’s yards here, credited 
workmen with making the new 
mark possible, but said “We are 
not primarily trying to break any 
records.

‘take a dozen years to build. And, 
he said, the nation must bridge 
the two-year gap—until synthetics 
‘are rolling—through conservation. 
That. he indicated, is the reason 
for the present 35-mile-an-hour 
speed limit and gasoline rationing 
that is to be made nation-wide on 
December 1. 

“The greatest reserve supply of 
rubber we have in this country is 
in the million tons of rubber in 
the tires of our passenger cars and 
trucks,” Jeffers said. “We must 
stretch that million tons as far as 
it will possibly go—and maybe a 
little bit farther.” 

Selling the American people on 
‘such conservation, Jeffers told the 
advertising men, was his problem. 


“With your help we can give 
them that picture,” the rubber 
'chief said. “If you will think of 
the public reaction in its national 
‘sense each time you write or talk 
about rubber, there will be no 
confusion, and if there is no con- 
‘fusion the American people will 
go along with thé rubber conser- 
vation program 100 per cent.”

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Italian Hate 

It is a well-known fact that, for’ many 
months, the distrust and hatred of the Italian 
people for the Germans has been intensifying. 
In fact, careful observers have stated, many 
times, that were it not for the tens of thousands 
of German Gestapo agents who have taken 
over all key points in Italy, the Italian people 
would long ago have revolted, have tossed Mus- 
solini, the fatuous fathead, out and taken their 
country out of the war. | 

Today, with the forces of the Allied Nations 
taking control of the African coast of the Medi- 
terranean, there is much speculation as to the 
role Italian forces will play in the hurried Axis 
plans to defend southern Europe. It is to be 
doubted if Italian troops will do much effective 
fighting. They have made pitiful showing in 
battle ever since the war began, simply because 
they have h.d no faith in the cause for which 
they are supposed to fight. 

Sicily, that island south of the Italian main- 
land, is the main base of Axis aerial attack. 
But that island is no longer under Italian 
control. Vhe forces there are practically all 
German. The Germans, in short, have taken 
over the island. 

The Germans would like to retain control of 
Tunisia, for this would enable them to hold a 
bottleneck in the Mediterranean, thus throttling 
Allied supply routes to the East. The distance 
between Tunisia and Sicily is only 100 miles, 
the narrowest stretch of water of the whole 
inJand sea. 

However, to retain Tunisia, the Axis would 
need the services of an efficient Italian fleet, 
In all probability no such force exists today. 
The Italian navy has suffered disastrously every 
time it has faced battle with the British and 
what is left of it, now, can only hide in home 
ports. 

It must not be forgotten, either, that while 
Tunisia is important to the Axis, it is equally 
important to the Allied Nations. If Sicily is a 
threat to Tunisia, Tunisia is an equal or 
greater threat to Sicily and to the Italian main- 
lend. It is from Tunisia that our bombers can 
take off for the shortest hop to the industrial 
cities of Italy. 

We need have little doubt but that we, to- 
gether with the British and the French of 
Africa who are now with us, will drive the Axis 
from Tunisia. Nor need we doubt that, once 
we are ready, there will be such an aerial blitz- 
krieg launched upon Italy that that weak spot 
in the Axis chain will quickly be broken. Genoa 
is already practically useless as a supply base, 
made so by bomber raids from Britain. Every 
Italian port and center of war industry will 
soon face the same fate. 

Remembering the old hatred of the Italian 
people for Germany, realizing how greatly that 
hatred must have grown when Rommel deserted 
the Italian troops in Egypt, without water or 


food, leaving them to die in the desert if not . 


fortunate enough to be taken prisoner by the 
British. is there much doubt that the next im- 
portant development in the war picture will 
be the overthrow of Mussolini, the liquidateon 
of the self-styled “Little Caesar” and the restor- 
ation of freedom to the people of Italy, that 
abused and betrayed land? 

The Germans know it. They are fortifying 
the Brenner Pass.

Representative Carl Vinson, of Georgia, has 
proposed that all production quotas on basic 
crops be abandoned for the duration of the 
war. Listed among such basic crops are cotton, 
wheat, corn, rice, peanuts and tobacco. 

Representative Vinson points out that, while 
wartime increases the demand for these crops 
to the point where record production is the 
goal, and while farm labor scarcity makes it 


doubtful if sufficient production can be achiev- 
ed in the coming year, it is absurd to limit any 


farmer on the amount of acreage of such crops 
he may cultivate. 

The suggestion seems intelligent. Certainly, 
with farmers facing the problems war has 
imposed, with rural labor daily becoming more 
scarce and with our own civilians, armed forces 
and Allies calling for increased quantities of all 
these crops, there can be no reasonable need 
for any restrictions on any farmer’s production. 
Too, for many of these crops, there is direct 
need in the war industries. 

Elimination of the crop quota system should 
make possible, too, a considerable saving of 
the people’s tax money, in making unnecessary 
all those employes of the government who have 
been charged with operation and enforcement 
of the crop quota regulations.

WASHINGTON PARADE

SURPASSED BLITZKRIEG WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—One 
, of the important psychalogical 


aspects of the whole North African development is that it effective- 
ly destroys the illusion of German invincibility, both as to mili- 
tary arms and tactical planning. 

The success of our operations in landing a 
huge force in French Morocco, which caught 
the Germans off base and took them by com- 
plete surprise, shows that we are masters of 
blitzkrieg warfare no less than they. In the 
three years of war the Nazis have been un- 
able to execute any military plan as brilliantly 
as we did, in co-operation with the British, in 
laying down a powerful force more than 3,000 
miles from our shores. 

It was an example of modern blitz methods 
of warfare at its highest. Both timing and 
synchronization seemed to have been perfect. 
At this stage of things, nothing appears to have 
been overlooked—not even the propaganda as- 
pects of the enterprise, which found a per- 
sonal message to the French people being de- 
livered by President Roosevelt in French at 
the time of the invasion. 

Altogether, the invasion promises to go 

down in history as one of the most perfectly executed mass mili- 
tary movements ever recorded. Our technicians and military strat- 
egists are entitled to the greatest possible credit. We put it all 
over the Germans, who, had they suspected, might have deployed 
a considerable portion of their air forces to the Italian sector to 
wreak havoc with our troops and transports. 


BRITISH DESTROY MYTH On the score of German mili- 
tary invincibility, the British 


have now adequately destroyed that illusion by the overwhelming 
defeat administered to Field Marshal Rommel’s forces in the Egyp- 
tian fighting, This is the most disastrous rout suffered by any 
German army since the war began. 

It proves once and for all that the Germans, with their vaunted 
military training, can be put on the run the same as anybody else 
when they are met on equal terms and with modern equipment. 

Rommel’s forces were composed of crack units of the German 
army. Most of them were veterans of the Russian and French 
campaigns. They had been given a special training which was 
supposed to make them the best types of fighters for desert war- 
fare in the world, 


ABLEST GENERAL They were led by a man whom Hitler 
regarded as his ablest general. The high 


honors of a field marshal would not have been bestowed on Rommel 
otherwise. He had been touted in Berlin as the brains of the 
German military machine. Most of it he merited. He was be- 
yond doubt as clever a tactician as the Germans have developed. 
Some of his earlier campaigns in Egypt and Libya are recognized 
masterpieces of miltiary science. 

But when: the British finally went up against him with equal 
arms and equipment, much of it the product of our own war in- 
dustries, General Montgomery, head of the imperial forces, made 
him Iqok like a rank amateur. Rommel’s rout promises to be the 
first major German disaster of the war—a prelude to an ultimate 
Allied victory, taken in conjunction with our occupation of the 
northwest African frontier. 

Competent military authorities are saying that what happened 
to Rommel in Egypt can happen to the main body of the German 
army in Europe, once we come to grips with them on the con- 


tinent. 
BETTER EQUIPMENT Hitler, these sources say, has nothing 
in his great military machine that 
can match the efficiency or the performance of the new guns and 
tanks we have turned out since being drawn into the war. Ameri- 
can industrial genius, long recognized as the foremost in the world, 
has lived up to its reputation in providing the sinews of war. 
The death-dealing instruments we have produced through the 
great factories of General Motors, Chrysler and others are said by 
competent experts to be far superior to anything the Germans have 
to offer. For one thing, we were able to benefit by two years of 
actual war experience in ordering the improvements we made. 


IMPROVED ON BEST

them. When the final story of the Battle of Egypt is told it will 
probably reveal that no small part of the striking British success 
may be attributed to the highly effective modern weapons we 
supplied them with.

“DELENDA EST CARTHAGO” _I wish I had the nerve to 


: write one of those old- 
timey pieces about how Hannibal and Scipio and a host of old 
B. C. war lords are hanging over the edges of Valhalla with their 
eyes bugging out. 

The American troops are moving on Tunis. 
That is the site of old Carthage, where wars 
went on year after year. Blood was making 
the streets slippery more than 500 years be- 
fore the event at Bethlehem. 

It wouldn’t be so strange to Scipio or Han- 
nibal. The Carthaginians were the first to 
bring in a new weapon of war—elephants. The 
war elephants of Carthage were terrors and 
very few troops could stand against them when’ 
they charged, trumpeting loudly, their armor 
banging, and archers firing fast from the “ture 
rets” on the backs of the elephants. 

The sight of tanks would not be so sur- 
prising. In fact, if it were cloudy over there 
and the vision not good, they might think the 
tanks were elephants an@# go back to their ale 
and gin rummy games with a very low opinion 

Rts of modern warfare. 

There were battles over the Lybian desert 

half a century bef@#e the birth of Christ. 

Even the spectacle of a broken treaty, across the Mediter- 
ranean, would not surprise them. The Romans broke a treaty to 
attack Carthage in B. C. 149. 

They fought for six days in the streets and for 17 days the 
Romans were just burning the city. 

The city made a comeback in the Christian era, but in 647 A. D. 
the Arabs burned it and destroyed most of the ruins. Tunis grew 
up on the edge of it and it is but a 25-cent taxi ride to the site 
of the few remaining ruins of Carthage. 

The men who die there, French, German, Italian and American, 
will be buried beside men who fought and died there more than 
2,000 years ago, 


PERFECT TIMING Scipio might not be so impressed by the 
marvelous timing of the American Army. 

In his day he managed to march an army there and to have a 
fleet arrive in the harbor—all on the same day. He was a rather 
handy sort of war lord, Scipio. 

Nevertheless, for our history, the exploit of moving 500 trans- 
ports and supply ships, guarded by 300 war vessels, to arrive ‘on 
schedyle with airplanes which set out for a flight of 1,500 miles. 

It was one of the marvels of warfare. No war has seen such 
an invasion. 

General George S. Patton (Old Blood and Guts) sailed directly 
from the United States and made his landing on schedule with 
his armored division. 

Other units were coming in from England and from this country. 

All of them made it on schedule. 

(It seems no time at all that I was at Fort Benning, standing 
with General Patton as we watched the very first river crossin 
of tanks on the new pontoon bridges, with rubber boats, inflates 
on the bank.) 

Parachute troops flew 1,500 miles. You might think about those 
boys for a moment. They had to sit there in that plane and wait. 
Nothing has more of a sameness about it than a plane flight at 
high altitude. Usually there is nothing beneath but a lot of cirro- 
cumulus clouds, packed close. Now and then a sight of land may 
swirl through. 

These men may have made the trips at night, their planes blacked 
out. If so, they just sat there in the dark and waited about four hours. 

All they had to do, when they got there, was to jump out and 
carry out the tactics in which they had been so carefully trained. 

Hannibal and Scipio would like them, I think. 


VICTORY—NOT YET Our troops, with the aid of the English, 
have scored a smashing triumph in 
the invasion of the African areas. 

It is in its unfolding stages. 

(It ought to teach us all a lesson—not to grouse too much about 
plans. These plans were in the making all the months the critics 
were shouting we had no plans.) 

‘It is too early to call it a victory, since the invasion is merely 
the initial stages of the real attack—an invasion of the enemy's 
en territory either through Italy or Greece or southern 

rance. 

The conquest of Africa is to keep it out of German hands and, 
secondly, to provide the necessary bases for the attack on Hitler~ 
where he lives. 

The first invasion is but a part of the whole, and a very small 
part of it. 

We have lost, for the time being, the asset of the French fleet. 

So has Hitler lost it. And so greatly does he desire not to lose 
it to the United Nations, that he has agreed to keep his men out 
of Toulon, where the navy is based. 

The French can hardly be so stupid as to realize that he is at 
Marseilles, which is less than 40 miles away, and that he can 
descend on the French fleet with dive bombers, torpedo planes and 
submarines when, and if, it chooses to go to the other side. 

If the French fleet does not join us, it will be an indication 
of the power of the Vichy government. We had been led to be« 
lieve that it did not represent the real Frenchman. It is -possible, 
of course, that the crews of the French vessels differ with their 
officers in thdbught, although that is plain surmise. The French 
navy doesn’t like England. It never has. It has a feeling of real 
antagonism since the Dakar incident. This probably explains why 
it remains neutral. 

American diplomacy will continue to attempt to pull it away 
from that position. 

Otherwise the news is grand.

WITHOUT SAFETY PINS 


Editor, Constitution: Speaking of 
safety pins, some of our women- 
folk, especially young mothers, ere 
greatly perturbed at the threat 
that safety pins may be classed 
among the luxuries, unattainable 
in wartime. 

I am reminded that, until com- 
paratively recent years, China 
had no pins. But the women had 
needles for sewing. When mission- 
World intro- 
duced the useful, round-headed pin 
a name must be fouhd for this in- 
novation. What was it buta 
“shutting needle?” 

Years afterwards safety pins ap- 
peared and were appropriately 
named “locking. needles?” 

My memory goes back to the 
time in America when there were 
no safety pins save the large and 
clumsy ones especially designed 
for the nursery. They were eu- 
phemistically called Victoria pins 
in honor of Queen Victoria, who 
was said to have invented them 
for use with her own small 
princes. 

I was quite a girl before the 
market carried quantities, of these 
“locking needles,” in many sizes. 
How we have come to depend 
upon these safety pins! Luxuries 
no longer, almost as much of a 
necessity as the sewing needle. 

My membory does not go tar 
enough back to tell me what our 
great-grandmothers did before 
even the Victoria pin had been 
invented. But we know they had 
a plan and that their babies were 
kept clean and warm without 
being sewn into their garments, 
as is the way with some Euro- 
pean mothers.

Liquor Sale 
‘By Drink’ Is 
Called Legal 


Richmond Grand Jurors 
Report They Are Told 


Action Permitted. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Nov. 
The Richmond county grahd jury, 
calling attention to complaints 
about sale of whisky by the drink, 
said jurors had talked with local 
officers and “they have shown us 
this is legal according to state au- 
thorities.” 

In Atlanta, however, Andrew J. 
Tuten, special assistant attorney 
general assigned to the Revenue 
Department, said the state liquor 
law prohibits such sales. The act, 
he said, specifically provides that 
a retailer's license authorizes sale 
only in the original and unbroken 
package and the package must not 
be broken on the premises where 
it Is sold. 

Sheriff Gary Whittle, of Rich- 
mond county, said the jurors con- 
sulted him and he called their at- 
tention to the “uncertainty” of the 
liquor statute on the matter. He 
said it was his understanding the 
state law carried a provision to 
the effect that nothing in the act 
should conflict with rules set up 
by local authorities. 

“We have had many complaints 
relative to restaurants and other 
places in the city serving liquor 
by the drink,” the grand jury said 
in its presentments. “We have 
talked to officers in charge and 
they have shown us that this is le- 
gal according to state authorities. 

“The city has therefore issued 

licenses in line with this state rul- 
ing and therefore, the officials 
charged with enforcing the law 
ean only see that those places 
serving drinks conduct it in line 
with the city ruling. We beliéve, in 
fairness to those officials, that we 
should make this statement due to 
the widespread misunderstanding 
why this is permitted. Pres- 
sure must be put on state officials 
efore local officers will do any 
hing unless local option laws are 


voted.”

Announcing that Treasury bor- 
rowing to meet the rising cost of 
war is to be resumed on an un- 
precedented scale November 30, 
Secretary Morgenthau told his 


press conference that the program 
would involve three points: 

1. The nation’s need for funds 
and its borrowing plans will be 
taken to the people by a vast vol- 
unteer army of financiers, adver- 
tising men and salesmen, spear- 
headed by a small group of paid 
workers and administrators. 


Bi-Monthly Basis. 


2. To provide breathing spells 
between heavy borrowings and to 
check the effects of the various 
issues on the market, the Treas- 
ury plans to do its financing on a 
bi-monthly basis, shifting from 
the present month-to-month sched- 
ule but not returning to the old 
peace-time quarterly financing. 

3. The Treasury will do all pos- 
sible -war borrowing from non- 
banking sources in an effort to 
spread the load and avert infla- 
tionary tendencies as far as pos- 
sible. 

The secretary said that his pro- 
gram for borrowing money on an 
approximate seven-to-ten- year 
basis from banking sources at 2 
per.cent would stick, cutting in- 
terest on that part of the public 
debt to about one-half the rate 
paid on the last war’s financing. 

Slightly more than $4,000,000,- 
000 was borrowed at 2 per cent 
during October in the face of 
strong opposition from some bank- 
ing quarters. Morgenthau said, 
however, that the record low rate 
had been approved by the various 
banking groups. 

Atlantan To Serve. 

Among prominent members of 
the American Bankers Association 
who will work with the Treasury 
in the program is Robert Strick- 
land, of Atlanta, president of the 
Trust Company of Georgia. 

The big borrowing program will 
be built around expanded activi- 
ties of the victory fund commit- 
tees which sold nearly $1,000,000,- 
000 in tax savings notes during 
October. In addition to the sav- 
ings notes, the system will pro- 
mote sales of war bonds and con- 
duct a campaign on “tap” bonds, 
so named since they are made 
available by the Treasury for an 
unspecified length of time, thus 
being on “tap” indefinitely. 

Three Groups. 

Three groups—sales advisers, 
advertising advisers and banking 
advisers—will work with the vic- 
tory fund committee. 

R. H. Grant, vice president of 
General Motors, will head the 
sales group, assisted by D. U. Bath- 
rick, of the firm’s Pontiac branch, 
and will organize the automotive 
sales system. Miller McClintock, 
executive director, and Harold 
Thomas, vice chairman of the ad- 
vertising council, an organization 
‘of agencies devoted to aiding the 
war effort, will head the advertis- 
Banking officials, the 


presidents of the Federal Reserve 
banks will form the center of the 
banking advisory group. 

The Office of War Information 
will be a clearing house for pub- 
licity. 

In addition, 
“to offer one 


the Treasury plans 
or more series of 
open market securities for sub- 
scription by banks and others,” 
Morgenthau said.

soldiers on the home front, and 
many of them are excellent sol- 
diers tackling the job of feed- 
ing the family and its war work- 
ers with vigor and success. Pro- 
viding three meals a day and 
lunches isn’t an easy matter at 
best, and with shortages and prices 
of wartime thrown in, the home- 
maker’s job requires infinite pa- 
tience, planning and skill. 

The industrial worker is a per- 
son of vast importance to the na- 
tion, his services are not one whit 
less vital than a fighting. soldier’s, 
for he is fighting our battle on the 
production line. His job more often 
than not is monotonous, his hours 
long, and he has half an hour for 
lunch. It is plain, then, to see the 
importance of a good lunch for 
the war worker; his lunch should 
be planned to provide him with 
a third of a day’s nutritional needs, 
and it must never, not a single 
day, be considered as a makeshift 
meal, merely something to tide 
him over. 

It’s winning strategy to pin on 
the kitchen wall the basic require- 
ments for Victory lunch box menus 
which call for fish, meat or eggs, 
vegetables and fruit, milk and en- 
riched or whole wheat bread every 
day. Pack the lunch box with sub- 
stantial dinner table favorites of 
your war workers, such as soups, 
stews, meat loaf, salads and pud- 
dings. These can be poured in in- 
expensive paper cups and contain- 
ers, made of non-priority materials. 
Besides being sanitary, the paper 
containers are lightweight and 
avoid breakage and dishwashing 
problems. Be sure to remember 
that cold drinks and foods call for 
the waxed type of paper cup and 
container while hot foods require

Vegetable dinners, if well plan-. 
ned to combine some hearty and 
filling foods, can be of real help 
in solving the problem of meat ra- 
tioning. All-vegetable meals have 
an advantage in that they afford 
opportunity to insure a plentiful 
supply of vegetables in the weekly 
food plan. But they do not have 
the satisfying quality of meals 
that include meat unless cheese, 
eggs, nuts or some such rich and 
appetite-satisfying food is added. 


Following are three main dishes 
you will find quite satisfactory for 
meatless dinners. The quantities 
are for two persons—attention war 
brides and others who cook for 
just two. 

The first has for its main course 
a vegetable pie with a cheese and 
potato crust. With it I suggest 
serving fruit juice as an appetizer, 
sliced lettuce salad with pickle 
dressing, hot rolls and baked ap- 
ples with a thin, very cold cus- 
tard sauce. 

Vegetable Pie With Cheese and 
Potato Crust: Melt 1 tablespoon 
butter or margarine in a small 
Saucepan, stir in 2 tablespoons 
flour and mix well. Then add % 
cup milk and cook until the sauce 
is thick and boiling. Add % tea- 
spoon salt, % teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, a little pepper and 2 
cups mixed canned or cooked veg- 
etables with their juice. Next add 
1 tablespoon minced parsley and 1 
teaspoon grated onion. Pour into 
a baking dish deep enough to al- 
low %-inch space at the top. Mix 
1% cups hot mashed potatoes with 
% cup grated cheese, 1 tablespoon 
flour, salt and pepper and I table- 
spoon butter. Turn out on a lightly 
floured board and pat quickly into 
a shape to fit the top of the bak- 
ing dish on top of the vegetables. 
Bake in a hot oven for 35 minutes 
or until the crust is golden brown 
and the vegetables bubbling. 


A noodle ring filled with Brus- 
sels sprouts and chestnuts mixed 
with a savory sauce makes the 
main course of the second menu: 
Crisp hot rye crisps are good with 
this and we suggest adding a bor- 
der of buttered peas and carrots 
to the noodle combination. Raw 
celery might be added if you wish 
and for dessert serve a grapefruit 
and apple salad.

Plan your lunch box menus the 
night before for day shift workers 
and at midday for the lobster shift, 
so you'll have plenty of time to 
prepare appetizing, well-balanced 
meals. 

Vegetable and fruit snacks are a 
good idea for the man who gets 
hungry as overtime drags on. Raw 
celery or carrots in strips, apples, 
figs, dates and raisins are popular 
with munchers and are easy to eat 
on the job. 

Here are a few recipes for es- 
pecially appetizing lunches. In 
“Fingers Sefore Forks Salad,” the 
salad filling is put in a green pep- 
per shell and then packed in a 
covered, waxed paper container 
and chilled overnight. The dress- 
ing is packed separately in a small 
paper container. 


Fingers Before Forks Green 


Pepper Salad. 

One medium sized raw green 
pepper, salad mixture of 1-3 cup 
chopped apples, 1-3 cup chopped 
cabbage, 1-3 cup chopped celery 
and mayonnaise dressing to mois- 
ten. 

Slice cap off green pepper about 
one inch from top; remove seeds 
and membranes. Fill with salad 
mixture. Have all ingredients cut 
fine. Replace cap. Cut the stuffed 
pepper in quarters without sepa- 
rating it completely, put in the 
waxed paper container, cover 
tightly, and chill overnight in re- 
frigerator. The quarters can be 
easily separated and eaten with 
the fingers.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—(4)— 
'A further reduction of roughly 10 
_ cent in petroleum consump- 
tion, in the 17 eastern states al- 
ready under rationing, was indi- 
| cated’ today by Petroleum Co-ordi- 
nator Harold L. Ickes, who said 
opening of the African front had 
greatly increased military de 
mands. 


Previous cuts have approximat- 
ed 15 per cent and thus the total 
reduction under last year’s con- 
sumption would be about 25 per 
cent. 
| Ickes, at a press conference, said 
he had recommended that gasoline 
consumption in the east be cut an 
‘additional 80,000 barrels a day, or 
“something like 20 to 25 per cent,’ 
and that consumption of light and 
heavy fuel oil be reduced an ad- 
ditional 59,000 barrels a day. 

The petroleum co-ordinator said 
he “thought” his recommendation 
had been accepted by War Pro- 
‘duction Chief Donald M. Nelson, 
who has authority to direct OPA 
to put it into effect. 
| Neither Ickes nor the OPA 
spokesman would forecast how the 
cut would affect the eastern mo- 
torist or householder using fuel oil 
|for heat, although the OPA official 
said the reduction would be “dis- 
tributed as fairly as possible, and 
so as to have the minimum effect 
on the civilian economy.”
